A diagram of the planned BOP equipment for normal drilling operations in this area is attached. As denoted there will be
two valves and one check valve on the kill line, two valves on the choke line, and two adjustable chokes on the manifold
system. The BOP "stack" will consist of two BOP rams (1 pipe, 1 blind) and one annular type preventer, all rated to a
minimum of 3,000 psi working pressure.

The BOP equipment will be pressure testedprior to drilling below the intermediate casing shoe. All testpressures will be
maintained for fifteen (15) minutes without any significant pressure decrease.

7. METHODS OF HANDLING WASTE DISPOSAL

A. METHODS AND LOCATION
1. Cuttings will be confined in the reserve pit.
2. A portable toilet will be provided for human waste during the drilling

and completion of the well. Disposal will be at the Vernal sewage
disposal plant.

3. Burning will not be allowed. Trash and other waste material will be
contained in a wire mesh cage and disposed of at the Uintah County
Landfill.

4. Produced wastewater will be confined to a lined or unlined pit or
storage tank for a period not to exceed 90 days after initial production.
After the 90-day period, the produced water will be contained in a tank
on location and then disposed of at Ace Disposal, MCMC Disposal or
Dominion's RBU 16-19F Disposal Well.

5. All chemicals will be disposed of at an authorized disposal site. Drip
pans and absorbent pads will be used on the drilling rig to avoid
leakage of oil to the pit.

B. Water from drilling fluids and recovered during testing operations will be
disposed of by either evaporating in the reserve pit or be removed and
disposed of at an authorized disposal site. Introduction of well bore
hydrocarbons to the reserve pit will be avoided by flaring them off in the flare
pit at the time of recovery.

On Ute Indian Tribe administered land:
The reserve pit will be constructed so as not to leak, break, or allow discharge.
If the reserve pit requires padding prior to lining (due to rocky conditions) felt
padding will be used.

8. HAZARDOUS CHEMICALS:
No chemicals subject to reporting under SARA title III in an amount equal to
or greater than 10,000 pounds will be used, produced, stored, transported, or
disposed of annually in association with the drilling of this well. Furthermore,
no extremely hazardous substances, as defined in 40 CFR 355, in threshold
planning quantities, will be used, produced, stored, transported, or disposed of
in association with the drilling of this well.
